The Grace of God, that bringeth Sal- 
vation, hath ' appeared to all Men, 
teaching us, that denying Ungodlinęſs 
and worldly Luſts, we ſhould live 
ſoberly, righteoufly, and godly in 
this preſent World, looking for that 
Bleſſed Hope, and the glorious Ap- 
pearing of the great God, and our 
Saviour Feſus Chriſt. 
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. PAUL, in the Verſes pre- 
ceeding the Text, gives ſome 

Rules to Titus for his own Be- | 
=== haviour in Crete, where he was 
left to kr in Order the T bings that were 
wanting, and to ordain Elders in every City. 
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T he Apoſtle likewiſe directs him to ex- 


hort the Chriſtian Converts, to diſcharge 
the reſpective Duties of their different 
Stations and Callings, ſeveral of which he 
diſtinctly mentions. After that, he enfor- 
ces theſe particular Exhortations by a ge- 
neral Argument, in the Words of the Text, 
taken from the Deſign of Chriſtianity, the 
Authority by which that Religion is ſup- 
ported, and the Rewards or Puniſhments 
that will follow Obedience or Diſobedi- 
ence to it. For the Grace of God, that 
bringeth Salvation, hath appeared to all 
Men, teaching us, that denying Ungodlineſs 
and worldly Luſts, we ſhould live ſoberly, 
righteouſly, and godly in this preſent World, 
looking for that Bleſſed Hope, and the glo- 
_= Appearing f the great God, and our 
viour Feſus Chriſt. 

3 Words, very ſuitably to this 
ſolemn Occaſion, will lead us in the firſt 
Place, 


I. To conſider the Nature and Tendency 
of this Religion, intended to be ſpread in 
the World, the Evidence upon which it 
is founded, and the Method: employed for 
the Propagation of it.

THis lays before Mankind, what the 
Venerable Society here preſent always de- 
fire to have known, their whole Buſineſs 
and Deſign ; and prepares the Way for 
the Second Part of this Diſcourſe, the re- 
commending this Good Work to farther 
Encouragement and Aſſiſtance.

Firſt, As to the Defign and Tendency of 
that Religion, which is to be ſpread in 
the dark and diſtant Places of the Earth, 
the Text itſelf ſets it in a very juſt and 
amiable Light: Tis the Grace of God 
which bringeth Salvation that hath appeared 
tro AL L Men; whereby the common Fa- 
ther of Mankind, without Reſpect of Per- 
ſons, conſults the Happineſs of all the Sons 
of Men. | 

Tur Afurance of Forgiveneſs to thoſe 
who ſincerely Repent, and the Care that 
is taken to ſecure their future Obedience by 
the beſt Inſtructions and the ſtrongeſt Mo- 
tives, are ſubſtantial Proofs of the Grace 
and Goodneſs of God in this Diſpenſa- 
t10n. 

GREAT Care is taken in this Divine 
Syſtem to remove thoſe anxicus Fears, 
which are the Conſequence of Guilt, by 
the Full Aſſurance of a Pardon. Full Aſ- 
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furance, I call it, to give this gracious 
Promiſe a juſt Preference to thoſe conjce- 
tural Hopes, thoſe doubtful Wiſhes ; which 
is all that offending Creatures could enter- 
1 tain, without an expreſs Diſcovery of the 
7 Divine Intentions. 

Tu E expiatory Rites and Ceremonies, 
the Sacrifices and Oblations, that ſo uni- 
| verſally prevailed in the World, plainly 
| thew the Senſc of Mankind in this par- 


f ticular: Fcarful of deſerved Puniſhment, 
1 uncertain of a Pardon, willing to do ſome- 
thing to atone for their Crimes, to pacify 
| an oftended Dcity, and, if poſſible, procure 


0 his Mercy and Favour; they were ready 
} to offer Thouſands of Rams, and Ten Thou- 
ö ſands of Rivers of Oil; to give even the 
I Fruit of tbeir Body for the Sin of their 
; Soul. Nor was this remarkable Sollicitude 
without Foundation; for tho' the Good- 
neſs of God is infinite, and his Mercy from 
everlaſting to everlaſting, yet no particu- 
lar Perſon conſcious of Guilt, can be aſ- 
ſured, without an expreſs and poſitive De- 
claration from his Judge, that his Crimes 
will not meet with the Puniſhment they 
deſerve ; or that, notwithſtanding his Of- 


fences, he ſhall be fully reinſtated in the 
Divine Favour.

Every Offender muſt be convinced, 
that Examples of ſtrict Juſtice may be of 
general Uſe in the Government of the 
World. An exact Severity upon ſome, 
may be highly inſtructive and beneficial 
to many others. What we learn from 
Scripture to be really the Caſe of fallen 
Spirits of an higher Order, every Sinner 
may juſtly dread, as poſſible to be his own, 
by the like rigorous Execution of the 
Law upon him. Beſides, the deeper the 
Senſe of Guilt is, and the /ironger the 
Dread of Puniſhment in any Mind; the 
Hopes of Pardon and Forgiveneſs naturally 
become more weak and languid. In Caſes 
therefore, where it is moſt neceflary to 
have Comfort, where a Gleam of Light 
would be moſt ſeaſonable and refreſhing, 
there, without ſure Relief from God him- 
ſelf, muſt be the greateſt Perplexity ; 
Clouds and Darkneſs muſt give the moſt 
ſubſtantial Pain. But when Almighty God, 
who beſt knows the Maxims of his own 
Government, proclaims a Pardon to the 
Penitent, this affords ſuch ſolid Satisfac- 
tion, as cannot poſſibly ariſe from any o- 
ther Conſideration. 3M 

Bou r, beſides removing the anxious Fcars 
of Puniſhmeng for what is paſt, the moſt 
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wiſe and proper Methods are employed, in 
the Chriſtian Diſpenſation, to prevent of- 
fending in Time to come. 

T uE Relation of Mankind to the Crea- 
tor and Governor of all Things, - their 
Situation with reſpe&t to other Beings, 
and their own particular Make and Con- 
ſtitution, are a juſt Foundation of the re- 
ſpective Duties to thoſe different Objects: 
A devout Homage to Him that made us, 
Juſtice and Benevolence to our Fellow- 
Creatures, with a conſtant Endeavour to 
preſerve the Superiority of our ' rational 
Powers, and excerciſe a due Government 
over our Paſſions and Deſires. Theſe are 
moral Obligations, which certainly ariſe 
from the State and Conſtitution of Things 
appointed by the great Creator; nor are 
they deſtitute of natural Sanctions and 
Enforcements. But the Misfortune is, that 
theſe -Dutics, how reaſonable ſoever in 
themſelves, and beneficial in their Conſe- 
quences, have not been clearly underitood, 


nor duly practiſed in the World. The 


World by all its Wiſdom knew not God. 
It has therefore ſeemed good to the in- 
dulgent Father of our Spirits, not to ſu- 
erſede any prior Obligations, but by a 
Method more effectual and more obvious, 


0 
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to explain, improve, and enforce them : 
That where Human Faculties were be- 
wilder'd, and Doubts and Difficulties aroſe 
to perplex the Thoughtful and Inquiſitive; 
and where vaſt Numbers, even the Bulk 
of the Sons of Men, could ſcarce be in- 
duced to enquire or think at all; Zhere, 
the expreſs Injtrufions of Infinite Wiſdom, 
and the Authority of an Almighty Judge, 
might inform the Underſtanding, and direct 
the Practice of Mankind; to ſecure, by theſe 
unuſual means, a greater and more conſtant 
regard to every inſtance of Piety and Virtue. 
'T1s needleſs to diſpute, what Notions 
of the Deity, what Modes of Worſhip, or 
Rules for ſocial Life, might poſſibly be fram- 
ed by the utmoſt ſtretch of Human Pow- 
ers, by Men of deep Penetration and great 
Learning. In fact, tis certain, that without 
the Aſſiſtance of Divine Revelation, and po- 
tive Inſtruction founded upon it, Mankind 
have ſunk into wretched Ignorance, or be- 
come the Vaſſals of its natural Offspring, 
wild Superſtition. Having conceived very 
impure Notions of the inviſible Powers, tis 
no wonder they ſhould fall into groſs Im- 
moralities themſelves; The Face of a Pub- 
lick Worſhip was indeed kept up among 
them; they profeſſed they knew God, but in 
Wirks 
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Works they denied him, being abominable and 


diſobedient, and unto every good Work repro- 
bate. 


THIS Grace of God bringing Salvation, 


that hath appeared to all Men, teaches them 


to deny all this Ungodl:neſs and worldly Luſts; 
to renounce and forſake all Impiety, Idola- 
try, and Superſtition; and to abandon all 
thoſe impure Deſires and wicked Practices, 
which were the natural Effects of a Wor- 
thip ſo corrupt. With this view, an ex- 
preſs Revelation from Heaven conveys to 


the World true Notions of the Divine Na- 9 


ture; enjoins a proper Worſhip in Spirit and 
in Truth, ſtrictly enforcing all the Duties 
of Human Life: Duties therein repreſent- 
ed with the greateſt Plainneſs, recommend- 
ed and adorned by many great and noble 
Inſtances of Obedience; and above all (what 
never happened in any Sect of Philoſophy) 
illuſtrated and enforced by the perfect Ex- 
imple of its Divine Author Jeſus Cbriſt the 
Rightens. 

T 1415 Revelation was intended tq teach 
len in the moſt obvious and eaſy Way of 
Inftruction, and with the greateſt Weight 
and Authority (what they had not learn'd 
before) te deny Ungodlineſs and worldly Lufts, 
and to live feberly, righteouſly, and godly 
in 
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in the World. It was intended to incul- 
cate and encourage every perſonal and 
publick Virtue ; to inſtruct Men to correct 
and ſubdue all thoſe irregular Paſſions, which 
ruffle and diſturb the Breaſts wherein they 
dwell, glve ſo much Trouble to the reſt of 
the World, and are ſo highly offenſive to 
Almighty God ; inſtead of. Avarice and 
Ambition, Hatred and Revenge, Envy, Ma- 
lice, Intemperance, and all other inordinate 
Deſires and Inclinations, to adorn the Mind 
with Sobriety and Contentment, Meekneſs 
and Benevolence, and with a Fortitude tru- 
ly noble, that forgives Injuries, and bears 
Diſtreſs. But beſides Iiving ſoberly, it in- 
ſtruts Men to act with Juſtice and Can- 
dour towards each other; to conſider tlie 
whole Race af Man, as the Offspring and 
the Image of one Heavenly Father, entitled 
to the ſame Meaſure of Favour and Com- 
paſſion, which every Man (fond enough 
as he is of himſelf) deſires to experience 
in his own Cafe. Do unto others, as you 
would have them do unto you. With reſpect 
to Almighty God, whoſe ſpiritual Nature 
and divine Perfections are therein explained; 

this Revelation commands Men to love, to 
reverence and adore him, to imitate his 
PerfeCtions, to be merciful as our heavenly 
| Father 
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Father is merciful, and holy as he is holy. 
It teaches us to own our conſtant Depen- 
dance, and his ſupreme Authority; to ad- 
mire the Works of his Proyidence, and 
praiſe him for the wonderful Preofs of his 
Love; in particular, thankfully to acknow- 
ledge and carefully improve his Mercies in 
Chriſt Jeſus, who with great Condeſcenſion 
became the Author of our Salvation, God 
manifeſt in the Fleſh, to deſtroy the Works of 
the Devil. | 

In ſhort, the Chriſtian Inſtitution is 
framed to ſettle the Opinions of the World, 
upon thoſe two moſt important Articles, Re- 
ligion and Morality ; tis deſigned to regulate 
the Practice, to alleviate the Fears, to raiſe 
the Hopes, and ſecure the Happineſs of 
Mankind; tis the Grace of God that bring- 
eh Salvation. 

TES E being Matters of the greateſt 
Importance, the Revelation in which they 
are contained, is ſupported by the Authori- 
ty of God himſelf, acting in a Character to 
which he has the ſtrongeſt Title, that of 
Supreme Legiſlator, Hence the Inſtructions 
of the Goſpel, are delivered in the conciſe 
and poſitive Form of a Law: God COM. 
MANDET H all Men every where to re- 


ent. This is the WILL of God, even your 


Santtyfica! ion, THAT 
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Tua a due Obedience might be ſecured 

to theſe divine Commands, they are enforced 

by the moſt powerful and affecting Motives. 
To the conſcious Satisfaction of acting 

well, and the many Advantages of Religion 

and Virtue in the preſent State, there are 
added the moſt awful Sanctions in that 
which is to come. Liſe and Immortality 
being brought to Light by the Goſpel. 

Tis a very important Conſideration, 
that Duties, the moſt reaſonable and benefi- 
cial in themſelves, are enjoined by the Au- 
thority and expreſs Command of God him- 
ſelf, the greateſt and the beſt of Beings; to 
whom we are indebted for every Mercy we 
now enjoy, upon whom alone our future 
Hopes depend ; add to this, the certain Ex- 
pectation of a Day of Retribution ; looking 
for that Bleſſed Hope, and the glorious Ap- 
bearing of the great God, and our Saviour 

Feſus Cbriſt. Thoſe expreſs Declarations 
that are made in Holy Writ, in what Man- 
ner a Being of infinite Knowledge and infi- 
nite Power will hereafter Reward or Puniſh, 
give the greateſt Weight to the important 
Precepts of the Goſpel ; as they deeply af- 
fect every Individual of the Human Race: | 
For God will render to EvERY Man ac- 
cording to his Deeds; to them who by patient 

Con- 
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Continuance in Well-doing, feek for Glory, 
4 Honour, and Immortality; eternal Life : But 
23 unto them that are contentious, and do not | 
obey the Truth, but obey Unrighteouſneſs, In- | 
dignation and Wrath, Tribulation and An- 
guiſh, upon every Soul of Man that doth Evil. 

As to the Proofs of this Religion, which 
is the next Particular to be conſidered, they 
are clear and ſtrong. 

To teftify the Divine Original of this Re- 
velation, in which Matters of ſo great Con- 
ö ; ſequence are contained, and likewiſe to ſup- 
port and animate the firſt Publiſhers of it, 
under the heavy Perſecutions that fell to 
* their Lot; to give the greater and more af- 
. fecting Certainty to the Threatnings of Pu- 
1 niſhment, and the Promiſe of Pardon and 
Happineſs therein made; and alſo to awakey 
and rouſe more effectually the Attention of 
Mankind, too negligent of their Duty : ma- 
ny wonderful Events appeared in Confirma- 
tion of the Chriſtian Doctrine. Numerous 
Predictions, very minute and circumſtantial, 
made Ages before of unuſual Facts, beyond 
all Human Foreſight or Conjecture, - were 
punctually fulfilled. Various aſtoniſhing 
Changes, and ſurpriſing Interruptions were 
made in the Courſe of Nature: Gor hin- 
fel, 4 bearing Witneſs to this Heavenly Doc- 


trinc, 
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trine, by Signs and Wonders, by diverſe Mi- 
racles, and Gifts of the Holy Ghoſt, A Doc- 
trine, that in the Hands of a few poor, ho- 
neſt, unlearned Men, overgame the moſt 
popular Prejudices, and ſubdued the favou- 
rite Paſſions of Mankind: A Doctrine, fo 
far from being a Trick of State, or the In- 
vention of Politicians, or of Prieſts, that it 
ſpread and flouriſhed under the oppreſſive 
Power of the Secular Arm, and encountred 
all the Oppoſition, that Malice or that Intereſt 
could ſuggeſt to the Fewiſh and the Heathen 
Prieſthood. 

A DocTRINE, whoſe genuine Goodneſs, 
awhoſe engaging Excellence, and intrinſic 
Worth, ſupported by Divine Credentials, 
gave it a ſpeedy and extenfive Propagation 
in the World. 

THe quick and ſucceſsful Progreſs this 
Religion made, could only be owing to the 
Force of Truth, and the Certainty of thoſe 
mighty Works wrought in Confirmation of 
it. In Matters of Reaſoning and Specula- 
tion, Miftakes are frequently and eaſily com- 
mitted : But the Foundation of the Goſpel is 
laid upon ſurer Ground, plain and obvious 
Facts; thoſe publick Miracles wrought by 
our Blefſed Saviour and his Apoſtles. To 


theſe, both He and They appeal for the Con- 


viction

viction of their Audience; To theſe, after- 
wards in their Epiſtles, they refer the Chriſ- 
tian Converts, as to Facts which they them- 
ſelves knew to be unqueſtionably true. Such 
open and publick Appeals, ſo near the Time 
the Facts happened, are upon no Principles 
to be accounted for, if the Miracles thus 
produced in Evidence had never been per- 
formed. There likewiſe ariſes a very ſtrong 
Confirmation of theſe miraculous Works, from 
the dying Teſtimony of thoſe, who (under 
God) were the Authors, or the immediate 
Spectators of them. Enthuſiaſm, Error, and 
Superſtition have, no doubt, had zealous | 
Votaries; Men have died for very abſurd 
Notions, different Perſons for contradictory 
Opinions and Speculations. But for great 
Numbers of Men to lay down their Lives, 
not in ſupport of a meer Opinion, but in 

Confirmation of plain Matters of Fact; Facts 


which muſt fall under the Obſervation of 
their own Senies, which they aſſerted to be 


really true, when they certainly knew them 
to be abſolutely falſe; for Numbers of Men 
to part with their Lives in ſuch a Cauſe, 
without any Proſpe& or Chance of worldly 
Advantage, is a Behaviour contrary to all 
the Principles of Human Nature, and of 
which no Inſtance can be given. 


THESE 
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Tus E are Proofs of Chriſtianity not to 
be confuted; and if duly conſidered, not 
poſſible to be withſtood. 

'Tis this Religion, ſo worthy of the great 
Governor of the Univerſe, built upon the 
moſt ſolid Foundations, extremely condu- 
cive, beyond every other Scheme, to the Peace 
and Happineſs of Society in general, and 
to the preſent Comfort and future Salvation 
of every individual Member of it: Tis a 
Religion thus excellent in itſelf, thus clearly 
impreſt with the Signatures of a Divine Au- 


Wl /bority, that THis SOCIET X, with the 


Blefling of Almighty God, the Author of it, 
deſires to ſpread and continue in the Weſtern 
World ; To ſpread and ſupport it by all the 
rational and proper Methods of ſoft and 
gentle Perſwafion, and thoſe only, enforced 
by that moſt prevailing Argument, a virtu- 
ous and good Example. In obedience to the 
Precept, and Conformity to the Practice of 
the Bleſſed Founder of this Religion, they 
endeavour the Propagation of it, in the Spi- 
rit of Meekneſs, by the ſingle Force of Truth: 
Greatly defirous that u Violence ſhould be 
uſed in the Cauſe of Religion ; nothing to 
hurt or to deſtroy ; but that the Means em- 
ployed to make Converts, ſhould correſpond 


with the De/ign of that Revelation they are 
B raught

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taught to embrace; Glory to God in the high= | 
eſt, on Earth Peace, good Will towards Men. | 
Thus have we briefly ſeen, the Nature 
and Tendency of the Chriſtian Inſtitution, 
the Evidence by which it is ſupported, and 


the Means employed for the Propagation of 1 


it. We may now proceed to the Second 
Thing propoſed, The Recommending this 
good Work to farther Encouragement and A, 


/iſtance,. 


IT would be extremely wrong upon this 
Occaſion, not to bring ro Remembrance | 
ſome of thoſe weighty Conſiderations, which 
have with great Judgment and Propriety 
been offered by many eminent Prelates, and 
other learned Divines, from this Place. The 
Buſineſs is ſtill the ſame, and the ſame Ne- 
ceſſity continues, for deſiring Aſſiſtance in 
the Proſecution of it. The Work itſelf, 
how often ſoever repreſented, and the Me- 
thods by which it is carried on, will, tis to 
be hoped, recommend ſo good a Deſign to 
the Favour and Encouragement of every ſe- 
rious and compaſſionate Mind. 

Tu Deſign is large and extenſive, great- 
ly beneficial and important, Tis no leſs than 
to continue and ſpread the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, that uſeful, that Divine Doctrine, in 

the 
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the vaſt Regions of America, ſubject to the 
Britiſh Dominion; and to carry it forward 
into the adjoining Countries of the Indian 
Nations. Our own Settlements and Plan- 
tations afford much Work : Beſides the Na- 


ive Englih with which they are Peopled, 


they abound with prodigious Numbers of 
poor unhappy Negro Slaves. A Continent 


chat reaches above Fifteen hundred Miles 


from North to South, beſides many I/ands, 
cannot be ſupplied with Churches and Tea- 
chers ſufficient to keep up a Senſe of Reli- 
gion, and preſerve the publick Worſhip of 
God, without a very great and conſtant Ex- 


J Pence. In ſome Places indeed publick Pro- 
viſion is made ; but far the greateſt Part is 


deſtitute of Help among themſelves, and de- 
pends upon the kind Aſſiſtance of this So- 
ciety. | 

Tux Support of Religion in thoſe vaſt 
Territories, {lender as the Allowance to the 
Preachers is, unavoidably requires a large 
and continual Supply. 

Ou R own People, tis to be feared, gene- 
rally carry Abroad with them too little Re- 


gard for Religion, and no great Acquaintance 


with the Principles, or the Proofs of ir. 
THe flender Portion of Knowledge which 
they export, is ſoon loſt in Places, where 
B 2 there 
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there is no Inſtruction to encreaſe, or even 
preſerve it. Their Children and Servants, 
having no better Teachers than theſe igno- 
rant Superiors, muſt ſtill be more ignorant; 
and in a Generation or two, the little Know- 
ledge that was firſt carried over, is worn a- 
| way, and in a manner quite extinct. For 
it want of Schools, and religious Inſtruction, 


2 Race of Men ſoon appears ſtupidly igno- 

rant, and of courſe, groſsly negligent of true 

== Religion and Virtue; Till by the Miſchiefs 

0 g of a total Diſregard of Divine Worſhip, they 

Wil are fully convinced of its Uſefulneſs and Va- 

lue, as they ſenſibly feel how dear they pay 
for the Want of it. 

To preſerve and continue the Chriſtian 

Religion in /uch Places, may be juſtly called 

the Propagation of it. Tis, in a manner, 

" introducing Chriſtianity again among them; 

tis reviving that Doctrine where it is almoſt 

forgot; and tranſmitting it down to ſucceed- 

ing Generations, in which it would other- 

wiſe be quite unknown. | 

As the Importance of the Plantations to |

IN the Courſe of Divine Pravidence, 'tis 
always found, that a general Diſregard and 
Contempt of Religion, is attended with great 
D:ſſoluteneſs of Manners; Perſonal Virtues 
are little practiſed, all focial Regard and true 
publick Spirit, nay, common Honeſty and 
fair Dealing, are neglected and laid aſide ; 
the moſt wholeſome Laws are broken, and 
Government itſelf deſpiſed: The Viſeſt and 
the Beſt of Men, have therefore judged the 


public Worſhip of God rreſonable in itſelf, 


and highly / ful in the World. 

Tur Meeting in one regular and peace- 
able Aſſembly, to acknowledge the (599d:::/s 
and Authority of the ſame Heavenly Father; 
to offer joint Petitions for the ſame Bleſ- 
tings upon the Petitioners themſelves, and 
the whole Human Race ; as it preſerves a jutt 
Ave of God upon the Mind, ſo it unites Men 
together, brings them to a /9c:a! Diſpoſition, 
and improves all the natural Sentiments of 
Juſtice, Benevolence, and Friendſhip. 

BEsIDEs; the Reſting from the Labour 
and Hurry of conſtant Employment, to make 
a Pauſe, and conſider the Religious and Mo- 
ral Part of Life, is not more neceſſary to r2- 


Freſh the Body, than it is uſeful ro improve 
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the Mind. It gives Time for, and with pro- 
per Inſtruction, leads Men to ſerious Reflec- 
tion; and ſerious Reflection ſeldom fails of 
producing good Effects. 

Nor have the common Affairs of Life, 
the Buſineſs and the Commerce of the World,

+ | WHEN once Men become regardleſs of 
Religion, have no juſt Senſe of the Knowledge 
and the Power of the Almighty, to puniſh 

" their Falſhood ; tis no wonder if Perjury, 
pernicious and fatal as it is, greatly prevail 
| in the World. 
| No can it be at all expected that thoſe, 
= who deſpiſe the Authority, and defy the 
4 Power of God himſelf, ſhould treat their 
ti Fellow Creatures, whatever be their Rank, 
" with more Reſpect and Reverence, than they 
1 ſhew to the King of Kings, the Lord of Lords, 
iT the Bleſſed and only Potentate. They who 
if are not afraid of the Moſt High, that ruleth 
| in 
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in Heaven, will ſtand in no great Awe of 
the Powers, that govern upon Earth. Tis 
natural for ſuch ignorant and preſumpruous 
Men to deſpiſe Dominion, and ſpeak Evil of 
Dignities, But melancholy and diſagreeable 
as this Proſpect is, it muſt be viewed a little 
farther. 

FROM the Want of a due Senſe of Reli- 
gion, and from a Neglect of the true Wor- 
ſhip of God, Men not only grow leſs juſt 
and beneficent to each other, leſs dutiful and 
obedient to their lawful Superiors, leſs fear- 
ful of an Oath, and are more eaſily induced 
to take a falſe one; but in the Event, this 
muſt certainly diſſolve the Bands of Union 
among Mankind, and deſtroy the very Being 
of Society. From this ſad State of Irreli- 
gion and Immorality, Men eaſily fink into 
an ignorant and ſavage Barbarity. When 
they have learned to deſpiſe Human Laws, 
which to ſuch Men is an eaſy Leſſon, and 
own the Authority of no common Superior 


to influence and awe them ; when there are 


no mutual Ties, no common Principles to 
hold them together, they muſt neceſſarily 
break in pieces, and by unavoidable Inter- 
frrings in Intereſt, or Pleaſure, become mu- 
tual Enemies. Thus the Apoſtle deſcribes 
their Caſe, ſerving diverſe Luſts and Plea- 
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1 ſures, living in Malice and Envy, hateful 
and hating one another, The Principles of 
true Religion not being inculcated and che- 


Uh rithed, the Knowledge of it, muſt gradual- 
1 ly decreaſe and wear away. From this ſad | 
il State of Ignorance, Men naturally fall into 


groſs Szperſtiticn, Tis the common Tranſi- 
tion from having no Religion at all, to 
chooſe the very worſt. So diſagreeable 
is this Picture of Mankind, ſo ſhocking to 
cvery conſiderate Mind, that for the Honour 
of Human Nature, one would with to draw 
a Veil over it: But too many of our Fellow 
Creatures feel the Certainty of it. To take 
notice therefore of their deep Diſtrets, is 
neceſſary to move Compaſucn towards hem. 
and to preſerve others from falling into the 
ike Calamity. 

Tu Conſiderations that have been ot- 
fered, are ſufficient to thew the Neceſſity 
there is of preſerving a Senſe of Religion a- 
nong the Inhabitants of our Foreign Settle- 
ments, both for their Sakes, and our own, i? 
it is Getired they thould be uſeful and advan- 
tageous to this Kingdom. What has been 
laid, is not mere Surmiſe and Speculation, 
but is confirmed by Evidence too ſtrong and 
convincing. Whatever may be falſely thought 
5i the tufficient Security and Happineſs of 
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a People, where ſome Degrees of Know- 
ledge, a few Beams of Light ſtill remain; 


yet when the Ignorance becomes exceeding 


great, the Darknels almoſt total, their Con- 
dition is apparently wretched and deplorable: 

REeyEATED Accounts and Deſcriptions 
of the Coaſt of Guinea, from whence our 
Slaves come, and other Parts of Africa, fur- 
nijh melancholy Proof of the miſerable 


State of poor Creatures, deſtitute of the 


Knowledge of true Religion, who have ſub- 
ſtituted in the Room of it (as is uſual in 


their Condition) the molt ſuperſtitious, ab- 
ſurd, and impious Ceremonies, © They are 
* all without Exception (ſays an Author of 
% good Credit, who dwelt among them) 


« crafty, villainous, and fraudulent ; being 


e ſure to flip no Opportunity of cheating 
« an Eurcpran, nor indeed one another; 
© They ſeem to be born and bred Villains, 
* all Sorts of Baſeneſs having got ſuch foot- 
« ing among them, 'tis impoſlible to lie 
* concealed. Theſe degenerate Vices arc 


accompanied with Sloth and Idleneſs, to 


cc 


which they are ſo prone, that nothing bu: 
the utmoſt Neceſſity can force them to 
Labour. Murder, Adultery, and Theft, 
are here accounted no Sins, 


See Bo nan. Deicriptic: of the Coalt of GAA. 
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'Tis no wonder that Superſtitions, ſo 
impious and abſurd as thoſe which prevail 
among them, ſhould give Riſe and Encou- 
ragement to Practices, the moſt pernicious 
and immoral. 

TRHO' ſome of the Indians upon the A- 
merican Continent, are not in every reſpect 
to abominably bad, yet many fooliſh and 
Wicked Superſtitions prevail among that un- 
inſtructed People; many and great Immo- 
ralities, Rapin and herrid Cruelties, are uni- 
verſally committed by them. 

OTHER Parts of the World might be 
produced as Proofs, that where no juſt Prin- 
ciples of Religion obtain among the People, 
they degenerate into great Barbarity, and 
become almoſt Savages: But I mention the 
Blacks and Indians, becauſe with ſuch this 
Society is more immediately concerned, in 
the Engliſb Settlements. 

OuR own People are in great Hazard, 
without Afſiſtance from hence, of falling in- 
to the like unhappy State of Ignorance and 
Wickedneſs. The Generality of them, as 
was obſerved before, carry abroad a lender 
Share of Knowledge, which muſt /con be 
Jaſt in their Circumſtances ; where Neceſſity 
cloſely engages ſo many in providing for 
their Subſiſtance, and the cager Deſire /pce- 
dily 
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dily to raiſe a Fortune, and return Home, 
engroſſes the Thoughts of others. Were 
theſe People left to themſelves, very few 
would find Time ſeriouſly to think of Re- 
ligion. In many Places they are not able, 
from their own Stock, to provide for the 
publick Support of Divine Worſhip. Of 
this there needs no other Proof, than the 
many earneſt Letters and Petitions, penned 
with an honeſt Simplicity, by well diſpoſ- 
ed Perſons among themſelves, who ſenſibly 
feel the growing Evil. Under this Convic- 
tion they offer to contribute their utmoſt, 
in ſome Places to continue, in others to in- 


troduce the Worſhip of God; and declare 


themſelves ready to erect Churches for this 
Purpoſe, where they have not yet been able 
to build commodious Habitations for them- 
ſelves. Theſe importunate Petitions, from 
People who actually ſuffer the Inconvenien- 
cies complained of, have been frequently 
Jupported by ſtrong Repreſentations from 
their Governors, equally expreſſive of the 
Neceſſity there is to preſerve a Senſe of Re- 
ligion, by Inſtruction ſent from hence. 
Such moving Entreaties, thus confirmed, 
ſhould awaken in every Breaſt the Senti- 
ments of Humanity and Religion, tho' there 
were no peculiar Obligation to conſider 

them 
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them as Countrymen and Fellow-Subjects. 
All who enjoy any Advantages from theſe 
uſeful Plantations; and who is there that 
does not reccive ſome Pleaſure or Profit 
from their Productions? All, who enjoy 
Advantages from the Labour of theſe Peo- 
ple, ſhould lend a kind Aſſiſtance in a Point 
jo eſſential to their Welfare. Thoſe eſpe- 
cially, who have zmproved their Fortunes by 
Commerce with theſe Countries, are under 
uncommon Obligations, to teſtify their Gra- 
titude to a kind Providence, that has dit- 
tinguiſhed them from the Poor Inhabitants, 
whole Care and Induſtry have been the 
Foundation of their Afiluence and Eaſe. 
'T1s a very important and extenſive Part 
of this Society's Concern, to continue and 
encreaſe a Senſe of Religion among the Lu- 
gliſb, who inhabit thoſe large and numerous 
Settlements, that belong to this Kingdom, 
Bu i beſides the Care of our own People, 
the Society earneſtly recommends the mite- 
rable Caſe of their unhappy Negro Slaves. 
The harder State of Bondage theſe poor 
Creatures, engaged in Labour for our Plea- 
ture and Advantage, muſt now endure ; 
the more reaſonable it 1s, to alleviate that 
Diſtreſs, by furniſhing their Minds with 
gcod Principles. The Proſpects of future 
Happi-

Happineſs, would make their preſent Ser- 
e vitude more eaſy: The Inſtructions of 
Chriſtianity, would correct thoſe evil Diſ- 


% poſitions, Falſhood, Sullenneſs, Revenge, 
y and Cruelty, which are too often ſound a- 
2 mong them. As they greatly ſtand in need 
of being taught, ſo it appears by many In- 
it a 
ſtances, they don't want a Capacity to learn. 
£ Thoſe who are advanced in Years, and re- 
w member their Native Country, which, bad 
$ as it is, has always ſtrong Attractives, may 
7 be more obſtinate and unteachable ; yet o- 
- thers, not ſo tar advanced in Lite, eſpecial- 
= ly Children born there, might with greater 


Eaſe be taught the Principles of Religion 
and Virtue; and thereby render'd more 
41 faithful and more uſeful to their Maſters. 
Tis a conſtant Direction to every Miniſter 
employed Abroad, to iſtruct the Negrccs 
that belong to the Inhabitants allotted to 
his Care. Peculiar Teachers, or Catechiſis, 
are likewiſe appointed for this good Pur- 
poſe ; nor have the Endeavours uſed for in- 


1 itructing theſe poor Creatures been without 
5 Succeſs. The Annual Accounts of the Pro- 
3 ceedings of the Society, furniſh frequent In- 
2 ſtances of their Converſion. To carry on 
h the good Work more effectually, a parti- 
a cular Fund is appointed ſor that Purpoſe, 


which 
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which has received Aſſiſtance from ſeveral 
pious and charitable Hands; but till falls 
ſhort, very ſhort, of what is abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to accompliſh the compaſſionate 
Deſign. 

Bur there is ſtill more Work upon this 
great Continent ; beſides the Engliſh Inha- 
bitants and their Negro Slaves, there are 
aark Corners of the Earth, now the Habi- 
tations of Cruelty. The Condition of whole 
Nations of bordering Indians, loudly calls 
for Pity and Aſſiſtance. Care ſhould be ta- 
ken, firſt to civilize their rude and ſavage 
Manners, to form them into regular Socie- 
ties, and inftru them in the Uſe and Prac- 
tice of Manual Arts; to bring them to 
whar, they ſeem greatly to want, a Senſe of - 
Good and Evil, Virtue and Vice. For what- 
ever may be thought of the Worthip ob- 
ſerved among them, it amounts to little 
more than deprecating, with ſtrange Super- 
ſtitions, the Calamities they feel; or pray- 
ing for ſome temporal Benefit they want. 
Such Worſhip is no Proof of a Senſe of 
moral Obligation, or that they conſider the 
Deity as a judge of their moral Conduct. 
Their uncivilized manner of Life, their 
horrid Cruelty, their hurtful Superſtitions, 
and groſs Ignorgnce, plead ſtrongly for bet- 

der 
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ter Inſtruction. Bur if the Reverſe happen 
to them, tis their great Misfortune to come 
under the Tutorage of ſuch cruel Neigh- 
bours. Heavy is their Load of Guilt, who, 
inſtead of civilizing and reforming theſe 
poor ignorant Creatures, teach them a new 
Vice; firſt learn them Drunkenneſs, and 
then pour in upon them vaſt Quantities of 
intoxicating Liquors, to ſpread the wicked 
and deſtructive Practice, that has already 
made dreadful Havoc, and mult in a little 
Time depopulate whole Countries. How 
different is the Management of our power- 
ful Neighbours in the French Settlements ? 
They wiſely endeavour to civilize, to ſof- 
ten and inſtruct the wild Indians; and by 
promoting Intermarriages with them, unite 
them to their own People. This at once 
enlarges their Territories, and increaſes the 
Number of uſeful Hands, to cultivate and 
improve them. How far it is proper for 
us to imitate this Practice in every Particu- 

lar, it little becomes me to determine. 
Tur Inſtruction of theſe Neighbouring 
Tndians, and of thoſe mixt with our own 
People in New England and New Yori, the 
Society here preſent has earneſtly recom- 
mended. Their beſt Endeavours have been 
employed, and are ſtill continued, eſpecially 
among 
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among thoſe Indians that border upon Al- 
bany. But for this, as well as their other 
good Deſigns, they ſtand in need of farther 
Aſſiſtance and Encouragement. That kind 
Providence, which has already inſpired ſo 
many worthy Benefactors, Friends of Reli- 
gion and Virtue, and of courſe Lovers of 
Mankind, will, they hope, greatly encreaſe 
the Number. Their certain Annual In- 
came, bears a very ſmall Proportion to their 
certain and ENCREASING Annual Expence, 
in Miſſionaries, Catechiſts, and Schoolmaſ- 
ters; together with a conſtant Supply of 
neceflary and uſeful Books, and many other 
incidental Charges. 
Tur Work itſelf is noble and impor- 
tant; tis no leſs than to promote the pre- 
ſent and future Happineſs of great Num- 
bers of our Fellow Creatures, who inhabit 
ſuch vaſt Countries. As the Engliſb Sertle- 
ments ſpread, the Care of the Society en- 
larges. No ſooner is a new Country peo- 
pled, but a tender Regard is ſhown to the 
Infant Colony. Thus, the poor Inhabitants of 
GEORGIA, ſcarce ſettled there, are already 
ſupplied with a Miniſter by 7h:s Society. 
A Society, whoſe only Buſineſs it is, to ſpread 
the beſt Religion, where there is the great- 
eſt Want of it, To publiſh among the Igno- 
rant 
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rant and the Vitious, that Grace of God 
which bringeth Salvation, teaching all Men, 
to deny Ungedlineſs and Worldly Lufts, and 
live ſeberly, righteouſly, and godly in tlis 


preſent World; looking for that Bleſſed Hope, 


and the glorious Appearing of the great God, 
and our Saviour Feſus Chriſt. 

T is to be hoped, no proper Encourage- 
ment and Support will ever be wanting to 
a Work like this; where Humanity and Re- 
lizion, where the Happineſs of our Fella 
Creatures, the Good of our Country, and the 
Glory of God, are ſo greatly concerned. A 


Work ſo important, and ſo very extenſive, 


can only be ſupported by generous and boun- 
tiful Supplies: A Deſign ſo uſeful and ad- 
vantageous, is not to be carried on Gruds- 
:ngly, or of Neceſſity ; but with a free Heart

THe Society have received from their 
Miſſionaries, and others, the following 
Accounts of the Progreſs they make in 
the ſeveral Places to which they are ſent: © 
And find that the Congregations very 
much increaſe, and that the People grow *' 
more regular in their Behaviour, and in 
the Religious Conduct of their Lives; 
and further, that ſeveral Negroes have 
becn inſtructed in the Chriſtian Faith, 
and brought to Baptiſm. Some of the 
chief Particulars mention'd in the Miſ- 
lionaries Letters are as follow. 
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The Reverend Mr. Gay, Miſſionary at 
St. Andrew's Pariſh, in South Carolina, ac- 


quaints the Society, in a Letter dated the 


5th of January 1732. That his Pariſh 
is in a flouriſhing Condition, he having 
ſince the 1/4 of April 1732, baptized 26 
Children, one Adult white Woman, and 
a young Man, as alſo one adult Negroc 
Man and a Child. He alſo writes in his 
Letter, dated 147 of May 1733; That 
his Church is now neatly finiſned in the 
Inſide, the Charge whereof amounts to 
three thouſand five Hundred Pounds, that 
Currency. The Outſide is alſo to be 
plaiſtered, and a Steeple built, and a 
ſmall Gallery for the Uſe of ſuch as have 
no Pews. He acquaints further, That the 
Chapel on Fames's Ifland, which was 
blown down about three Years ago by a 
Hurricanc, is now rebuilt, and fitted up, 
ſo that he can perform Divine Service in 
it. He hath about 30 conſtant Commu- 
nicants, and ſince the 57h of January laſt, 
hath baptized 13 Children and one 
Adult. That his Pariſhioners are ſo zea- 
lous in' promoting any good Work, that 
notwithſtanding the Charge they have 
been at in enlarging the Church, they 
have lately ſubſcribed above five hundred 
Pounds that Currency, towards carrying 
oa the Settlement of the New Colony of 

Georgia. 
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Georgia. In a Letter dated the 19th of July 
1732, He tranſmitted over an Account of 
the State of the Pariſh of St. Bart holomeꝛv, 
purſuant to the Direction of the Society. 
And repreſents, that the Number of Fa- 
milies of the Church of England, within 
eight Miles of the Church, are 44 ; the 
Plantations in general within the ſame 
Diſtance 79. That there are 220 Acres 
of Land belonging to the Glebe, and 
about three quarters of a Mile diſtant 
from the Church; the preſent Houſe for 
the Miniſter is but in indifferent Repair, 
however another is forthwith to be built ; 
and that the Pariſhioners are extremely 
deſirous of having a Miſſionary. The So- 
ciety have lately appointed a Miſhonary 
there. 


The Reverend Mr. Farnod, in his Let- 
ter dated St. George's Pariſh, 26h of 
March 1733, acquaints, 'That his Pari- 
ſhioners are about Rebuilding the Church 
there, and that they have contributed 
very liberally, but ſtill the Sum ſubſerib- 
ed, will fall much ſhort of what the 
Charge will amount to. On Eaſter Day, 
by reaſon of the badneſs of the Weather, 
and Sickneſs, he had but 31 Communi- 
cants, 19 whereof were Negroes ; he hath 
lately baptized 5 white Children, and 2 


Negroe Children. 'The Society bave re- 


ceived 
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ceived an Account alſo, from the Reve- 
rend Mr. Dwight, Miſſionary at St. Fohn's, 
that he hath lately baptized 21 Infants, 
two of which were Negroes. 


From Penſthoania, the Society have re- 
ceived the following Accounts. "The 

everend Mr. Backhouſe, Miſſionary at 

hefter, did repreſent earneſtly to the So- 
ciety, in his Letter dated the 77h of No- 
vember 1732, The Neceſſity of an Allow- 
ance to a Schoolmaſter in that Parijh. 
The Church-Wardens and Veſtry of 
Cheſter, did alſo in a Petition ſet forth, 
that there were many poor Families in 
Chefter, who could not maintain their 
Children at School, without the Society's 
Benevolence; and the Socicty have here- 
upon made an Allowance to a School- 
maſter there. Mr. Backhouje acquaints 
farther, in a Letter datcd the 1/7 of Oc- 
teber 1733, That he conſtantly preachcs 
two Sundays at Cheſter, one at at Mar- 
cus Hook, and one at Concord. That he 
adminiſters the Sacrament at Cheſter, to 
which Place, the People of Marcus F ok 
come ; and to the Pcople of Concord, at 
the Church there, and hath a good Num- 
ber of ſober and ſerious Communicants. 
That at Pequea, a Place 40 Miles back, 


where he preached once a Month, he had 


45 Communicants; but the length of the

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Way, and the rigour of the Seaſons, are 
almoſt too hard for his Conſtitution ; yet 
the Congregation being ſo importunate, 
he cannot forbear viſiting them as uſual. 
And the Society have received Advice 
from Mr. Backhouſe, that the Schoolmaſter 
they appointed at Cheſter, hath entred up- 
on his School, and taken 20 poor Childreg 
to teach for the Society's Allowance. 


The Reverend Mr. Fraſer, Miſſionary at 
Kent County upon Delaware, in his Letter 
dated 12th of November 1733, acquaints, 
That after a dangerous Voyage of ten 
Weeks, he arrived at Philadelphia, and in 
a few days went down to the Place of his 
Miſhon ; that upon landing, he was reſpe&- 
fully received by ſeveral principal Inhabi- 


tants, and conveyed to Dover, the County 


'Town, and ,preached next day in their 
Court Houſe, and ſoon after had a Meet- 
ing of the Members of the Church, and 
choſe two Church-Wardens, and ten 
Veſtry Men, viz. two for each Hundred; 
for the County is divided into five Hun- 
dreds, and no other regular Clergyman 
in it but himſelf. 'That the People have 
ſubſcribed about a hundred Pounds to- 
wards building a Church, the former be- 
ing an old boarded Houſe, and not fit to 
be repaired. That he hath preached in 
five different Parts of the County, it be- 


ing 
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ing forty Miles long, and in ſome Places, 


twenty broad ; he hath baptized in all 
about 60 Children, and two grown Per- 


ſons. 


The Reverend Mr. Roſs, Miſſionary at 
Newcaſtle, acquaints in his Letter, dated 
the 8th of October 1733, That the Church 
People increaſe in thoſe Parts; that being 
lately informed, that there were ſeveral 
new Settlers, about twenty Miles diſtant 
from Newcaſtle, he viſited them, and 
preached in a Barn (the moſt commodi- 


ous Place he could get) to a large Con- 


gregation, who were very regular and 
ſerious in their Deportment, and baptiz- 
cd 10 Children at his firſt coming there; 
and that he hath promiſed to go and 
officiate there once a Month. 


From Net- Vr Government, the fol. 
lowing Accounts have been ſent. The 
Revercnd Mr. Skinner, in his Letter 
dated, Amboy 15th of November 1732. 
repreſents the great want of a Miſſionary 


in Monmouth County, in that Govern- 


ment. The People alſo themſelves, had 
formerly earneſtly ſet forth the want of 
a Miſſionary, acquainting, that there are 
in that County, upwards of 5000 Souls, 

nd not above 2 Teachers, and thoſe 
| of notwithſtanding which want

of a Miniſter, Mr. Skinner acquainted, | 
the People have been fo zealous, that 
they have erected a Church of Brick and 
Lime, the largeſt and beſt proportioned 
Structure in that Country, in meer hopes 
that they might have a Miſſionary hereaf- 
ter, and that there are like to be ſeveral 
Donations to the Church, which, in time, 
may become a ſufficient Support for a Mi- 
niſter. That a Donation hath been ac- 
tually made about the Month of Auguſt 
laſt, of a Farm of 200 Acres of well 
improved Land, with a good Houſe, Out- 
houſes, Barn and Orchard on the Pre- 
miſes, at a ſmall diſtance from the Church, 
with the reſerve only of the Lives of two 
old People, a Man and his Wife. Upon 
this, the Socicty have appointed the Re- 
verend Mr. 7obn Forbes Miſhonary there. 
In another Letter, dated the 15th of No- 
cember 1732, Mr. Skinner gives the fol- 
lowing Account of the State of his Pariſh, 
that his Congregation increaſes conſide- 
rably ; that in the two laſt Years, he hath 
baptized 27 Adults, and above 200 Chil- 
dren, reckoning together thoſe of Amboy,

ber of Catechumens, but in the Winter, 


the ſeverity of the Weather makes them 
leſs ; that from the 23d of April 1732, 
to the 23d of April 1733, there were 18 


Negroes baptized, and 6 of them Adults. 


The Society alſo have received an Account 
from Mr. Beaſſy, Schoolmaſter at Albany, 
in the Province of New Tor, That he 
hath lately inſtructed 8 Negroes, 72. 6 
Adults, and 2 Children, who have been 
baptized by the Reverend Mr. Mijn, the 
Society's Miſſionary at Albany. 


From New England, the Society have 
received Accounts as follows. 'The Re- 
verend Mr. Caner, Miſhonary at Fairfield, 
in his Letter dated Nocember the 6th 
1732, acquaints, That his Pariſh is in a 
good Condition; that in order to enlarge 
the Room in the Church, they have begun 
to build Gallaries round it, capable of 
containing 200 People more.

{ tized 14, one of which was a Woman 
near thirty 
hath now 44 Communicants, and that 
their Number increaſes every time he 


Years of Age. 'That he 


adminiſters the Sacrament. 'That when 
he firſt arrived, he intended to vilit the 
Indians, who live about three Miles from 


1 New Town, and was in hopes he might 
have done ſome good among them; but 


ſome ill-minded People have raiſed ſuch 
Stories, as have ſet the Indians entirely 
D againſt 
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againſt hearing him. However, he reſolved 
to make a trial, and went to viſit them, but 
found them reſolved not to hear him, ſo | 
that he deſpairs of doing any good among 
them, nor dare he venture to go to them 
again, till their Jealouſies are over. He 
farther acquaints, in a Letter dated the 
5th of December, That both his Congre- | 
gations arc encreaſed ; that he hath ad- 
mitted this laſt halt Year, 29 Petfons to 
the Holy Communion, and his Commu- 
cants now are in all 71. He hath bap-⸗ 
tized lately 10 Children, and in the whole | 
Year 23, and 3 Adults. He preaches one 
Sunday at New Toren, and the other at | 
Reading conſtantly. He ſays, the Church 
at New Town is ſo far finiſhed, that Di- 
vine Scrvice hath been performed in it ; 
and it is hoped, the Church at Reading 
will be fitted up by next April. 


The Reverend Mr. Fohnſon, Miſſionary 
at Stratford in Connecticut, in his Letter 
dated the 19th of April 1733, acquaints, 
"That his Congregation increaſes; and that 
beſides taking care of his own Cure, he con- 
ſtantly viſits three neighbouring Towns, 
once a Quarter, ©iz. IVeſthaven, Ripton, 
and Derby, in each of which Places, the 
Congregations that attend, are above half 
as large as that at Hratford. That he hath 


had 4 Families added tothe Church within 


this 
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this half Year; and ſince his laſt, hath 
baptized 13 Children and one Adult, and 
admitted ten to the Communion. 


The Reverend Dr. Cutler, in his Letter 
dated, Boſton, New England, 3d of Decem- 
ver 1733, acquaints, That ſince the firſt 
of May laſt, he hath baptized 32 Infants, 
and 2 Adults; that his Congregation in- 
creaſes ; that he continues his Services at 
Diabam; that he more readily undergocs 
I theſe Fatigues, becauſe his Labours prove 
IF ſucceſsful, and the People are ſo zealous, 
that ſeveral of them ride betwen ten and 
I fixteen Miles to the Monthly Commu: 

nion. 


The Reverend Mr. Arthur Brown, 
1 Miſhonary at Providence in New Eng- 
ana, in his Letter dated the 297th or 
September 1733, acquaints, That upon 
his firſt coming to the Miſſion of Prov- 
dence, he found the Number of Perſons 
attending Divine Service was ſmall, and 
the Communicants only 27; but that now 
there is a great alteration, for the Com- 
municants amount to 46, and his Con- 
gregation is ſeldom leſs than 100 in 
Number; and he hath baptized 14 Adults, 
and 54 Infants. 


The Reverend Mr. Pigot at Marbles 
bad, in his Letter dated the 675 of Au- 
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guſt 1733, acquaints, That his Church | 
is in a flouriſhing Condition; that he hath 
lately received 9 new Communicants, 
and baptized 68. He hath alſo 9 Com- 
municants at Salem, and hath baptized 6 
Infants there. 


The Society have this Year very much 
increaſed the Number of their Miſhons, 
upon the carneſt Petitions of the Princi- 
pal Inhabitants of each Place, repreſent- 
ing, that they have lived ſeveral years 
without the Celebration of Publick Di- 
vine Worſhip, and without the admini- 
ſtration of the Sacraments, for want of 
Miniſters; that a deep Ignorance pre- 
vailed among them; that the riſing Ge- 
neration muſt be ſtill more 1gnorant, as Þ 
having never ſeen, nay, ſcarce heard any 
thing of the Publick Worſhip of God, and 
Adminiſtration of the Sacraments; and? 
that ſuch groſs Ignorance muſt open a i 


wide door to all Immoralities. The So-? 


ciety have therefore ſent the Reverend 
Mr. Smith, Miſhonary to Providence and 
the other of the inhabited Bahama llands, 
all which Iflands were without a Clergy- 
man ; the Reverend Mr. Forbes, to Mon- 
mouth County in New Ferſey ; The Re- 
verend Mr. Gowtie, to St. Bartholomew's 
in South Carolina; The Reverend Mr. 
Fraſer, to Kent County in * 
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'The Reverend Mr. Davenport, to Scituate 
in Neu- England; and the Reverend 
Mr. Quincy, to the new Colony of Geor- 
gia; the Truſtees for ſettling that Co- 
lony having made Application to the 
Society for a Miſhonary ; and the So- 
ciety ſeeing evidently the Want of a 
Clergyman to be ſettled with them, cx- 
crted themſelves, and did appoint one, 
who is now there. 


By theſe new Miſſions, and others 
appointed in the preceeding Year, the 
Society have greatly increaſed their 
Annual Charge, even to the amount of 
Five Hundred Pounds a Year, and up- 
wards; though they have not had any 
Increaſe of their certain Annual Income, 
but reſting themſelves wholly upon this 
Stay, God will provide. 


Beſides the Annual Salaries to theſe 
new Miſſionaries, the Society have fur- 
niſhed them with Libraries, and with 
Numbers of Books of Devotion and In- 
ſtruction, to be diſperſed by them among 
the poorer People in their Congregations, 
the Charge of which amounts to a very 
conſiderable Sum. |

ESGHILLIAM the Third, by 
the Grace of God, of Eng- 
ana, Scotland, France, and 
land, King, Defender of 
tue Faith, Gc. To all Chri- 
ſtian People, to whom theſe Preſents 
ſhall come, Greeting. 
I. Whereas We are credibly inform'd, 


chat in many of Our Plantations, Colonies, 
and Factories beyond the Seas, belonging 


to Our Kingdom of England, the Pro- 
viſion

viſion for Miniſters is very mean; and | 
many others of Our faid Plantations, Þ 
Colonies, and Factorics, are wholly deſti- F 
tute and unprovided of a Maintenance for 
Miniſters, and the Publick Worſhip of 
God; and for lack of Support and Main- 
tenance for ſuch, many of Our loving 
Subjects do want the Adminiſtration of 
God's Word and Sacraments, and ſeem 
to be abandoned to Atheiſm and Infi- 
delity; and alſo for want of Learned 
and Orthodox Miniſters, to inſtruct Our 
ſaid Loving Subjects in the Principles of 
true Religion, divers Remiſh Prieſts and 
Jeſuits are more encouraged to pervert 
and draw over Our ſaid loving Subjects to 
Popijſh Superſtition and Idolatry. 

II. And whereas We. '; it Our Duty, 
as much as in Us lies, to promote the 
Glory of God, by the Inſtruction of Our 
People in the Chriſtian Religion; and 
that it will be highly conducive for ac- 
compliſhing thoſe Ends, that a ſufficient 
Maintenance be provided for an Ortho- 
dox Clergy to live amongſt them; and 
that ſuch other Proviſion be made, as 
may be neceſlary for the Propagation of 
the Goſpel in thoſe Parts. 

HI. And whereas We have been well 
aſſured, That if We would be graciouſly 
pleaſed to erect and ſettle a Corporation, 
for the receiving, managing, and difpo- 
Ing of the Charity of our loving e 
| wers 
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divers Perſons would be induced to ex- 


tend their Charity to the Uſes and Pur- 
poſes aforeſaid. 

IV. Know ye. therefore, That We have, 
for the Conliderations aforeſaid, and for 
the better and more orderly carrying 
on the ſaid charitable Purpoſes, of Our 
ſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and 
mere Motion, Willed, Ordained, Con- 
ſtituted, and Appointed, and by theſe 
Preſents; for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſ- 
fors, do Will, Ordain, Conſtitute, De- 
clare, and Grant, That the moſt Reverend 
the Lords Archbiſhops of Canterbury and 
Vr, the Biſhops of London and Ely, 
the Lord Almoner and Dean of J/e/t- 
minſter for the time being, and ſeveral 
others of the Lords the Biſhops, the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry, to be erected in manner as 
hereaftcr directed, be, and ſhall for ever
